THE FOLLOWING NOTES AND THE ACCOMPANYING DRAWING WILL, | HOPE, SERVE TO CLARIFY 
THE CONFUSION OF TERMS APPLIED THROUGH THE CENTURIES TO THE VARIOUS PARTS OF A GUN, 
THESE NOTES DO NOT, OF COURSE, INCLUDE ALL OF THE TERMS EVER USED, BUT THEY COMPRISE 
THOSE NAMES MOST COMMONLY ENCOUNTERED, AND SEVERAL WHICH THE RESEARCHER WILL FIND 
HELPFUL. 


IF WE STAND A GUN ON END, MUZZLE UPWARDS, WE WILL NOTICE THE SIMILARITY TO AN 
ARCHITECTURAL COLUMN, AND INDEED THEY ARE ACTUALLY PATTERNED AFTER ARCHITECTURAL 
FORMS, THE MOULDINGS, RINGS, FILLETS, ETC., ARE ALL ARCHITECTURAL, AND WERE PURELY 
DECORATIVE, THEY SERVED NO FUNCTIONAL PURPOSE WHATEVER, ANO MULLER, WRITING AS LATE 
AS 1776, WAS AGAINST THIS PRACTISE OF USELESS ORNAMENT "ALL TAKEN FROM ARCHITECTURE," 


BEFORE CAST GUNS MADE THEIR APPEARANCE, THE EARLY ARTILLERY WAS "BUILT—uUP", @ 
SOMETIMES OF WOODEN STAVES (LIKE A BARREL) WHICH MAY OR MAY NOT HAVE BEEN LINED WITH 
METAL (COPPER WAS COMMON) AND OF COURSE HOOPS HAD TO BE DRIVEN ON TO HOLD THEM TO= 
GETHER, LATER "BUILT-UP" GUNS WERE MADE OF JRON BARS WELDED TOGETHER, INSTEAD OF 
WOODEN STAVES, AND THESE TOO WERE HOOPED, WHEN GUNS WERE CAST THE "REINFORCING" 
RINGS WERE CAST WITH THEM IN ONE PIECEy ANO IT WAS NATURAL FOR THEM TO FOLLOW ARCHI— 
TECTURAL PRACTISE. THIS WAS CARRIED TO AN ALMOST RIO!ICULOUS DEGREE IN SOME INSTANCES 
IT 1S OF NOTE, HOWEVER, THAT THIS ARCHITECTURAL ORNAMENT USUALLY FOLLOWED THE FORMS 
OF THE COUNTRY INWHICH THE GUNS WERE CAST, AND IT APPEARS THAT GUN=FOUNDING BEGAN IN 
SouTHERN EUROPE, THE EARLIEST INSTANCE OF A CAST GUN SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN IN 1332, 
WHEN THE MooRS IN SPAIN ARE SAID TO HAVE CAST A FOUR POUNDER CULVERIN, THIS IS, 
INCIDENTALLY, ONLY TWO YEARS AFTER THE FIRST USE OF GUN=POWDER FOR THROWING PROJEC~ 
TILES, ANDO EARLIER THAN THE "BUILT=UP" 


THE EARLIEST MENTION OF GUNS BEING CAST IN NORTHERN EUROPE IS THE YEAR 1377, 
WHEN SOME IRON ONES WERE PRODUCED AT ERFURT, 


_ HOWEVER, THE GUNS USED BY OTHER COUNTRIES WERE FOR A LONG TIME GENERALLY IM 
PORTED FROM THE SOUTH, AND WHEN GUNFOUNDING WAS FINALLY ESTABLISHED IN NORTH EUROPE 
(ABOUT THE END OF THE ISTH CENTURY), THE FORM OF GUNS AND THEIR MOULDINGS WAS SO 
WELL ESTABLISHED THAT THERE WAS LITTLE CHANGE, THE ONLY REAL DIFFERENCE WAS IN EN= 
GRAVED DECORATION OR IN THE CRESTS AND MOTTOES CAST OR ENGRAVED UPON THEM, 


THE METHODS OF GUN=FOUNDING AND IMPROVEMENTS OR CHANGES DUE TO FOUNDRY PRACTISE 
1S ANOTHER STORY,

3. SWELLING OF THE MUZZLE, ALSO YERMED THE Bett, Swett, TuLIps, or "LA TuLipPe, 
Litty, FLarRe, ANO sometimes (§N THE IGTH CENTURY) THE CORNICE. 

4. Neck of tHE MuzzLe,. 

5. Muzzte RING, THIS MAY HAVE BEEN IN THE FORM OF A SINGLE HALF=ROUND OR 
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ASTRAGAL, OR IT MAY HAVE BEEN AN ASTRAGAL AND FILLETS, (THE FILLETS WERE SOMETIMES 
IN THE FORM OF A HOLLOW MOULDING OR CaAVETTO,) AFTER THE EARLY PART OF THE ISTH 
CENTURY A PLAIN FLAT RING OR BAND WAS USUAL, AND LATER THE MUZZLE RING WAS OMITTED 
ALTOGETHER, 

6. THe CHace, 

7. CHace AsSTRAGAL, ITS FORM WAS INVARIABLY THE SAME AS THE Muzz_e RING, 
(FRENCH GUNS, IN THE ISTH CENTURY AT LEAST, OMITTED THE CHACE ASTRAGAL,) 

8. CHASE GIRDLE, 

9, Secono REINFORCE RING, SOME GUNS HAD NO RING HERE, A SLIGHT SHOULDER MARKING 
THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE CHASE AND SECOND REINFORCE, OCCASIONALLY THERE WAS A 
BEVEL OR A HOLLOW CURVE INSTEAD OF THE SHOULDER, WHEN A RING WAS PRESENT, ITS FOR~ 
WARD EDGE COINCIDED WITH THE EDGE OF THE REINFORCE, WHILE THE OGEE OF THE SECOND RE= 
INFORCE RING WAS ACTUALLY ON THE CHASE GIRDLE, INSTEAD OF AN OGEE THERE MAY HAVE 
BEEN A CAVETTO OR HOLLOW MOULDING, AND SOMETIMES A NARROW CAVETTO SEPARATED THE RING 
AND THE OGEE, IN THE ISTH CENTURY, A PLAIN FLAT RING 1S OFTEN FOUND INSTEAD OF A 
MOULDING» 

10. THE FORT WAS A FEATURE OF GUNS OF THE CivIL WAR PERIOD AND WAS THE NAME 
GIVEN TO THAT PART OF THE GUN BETWEEN THE BASE OR BREECH AND THE END OF THE SECOND 
REINFORCE, AS IN THESE GUNS (DAHLGRENS, RODMANS, ETC,) THE FIRST AND SECOND REINFORCE 
WERE MERGED AND BECAME A SINGLE LONG REINFORCE, 

11. RimBaSES ARE THE SHOULDERS AT THE BASE OF THE TRUNNIONS WHERE THEY JOIN THE 
GUN. THEY ARE NOT FOUND ON GUNS BEFORE THE EARLY I8TH CENTURY, AND NOT ALL GUNS 
WERE SO FITTED EVEN AFTER THAT. RIMBASES WHEN FITTED WERE GENERALLY EQUAL IN DIA= 
METER TO THE BORE, 

12, TRUNNIONS ARE THE ARMS PROJECTING FROM THE SIDES OF THE GUNy AND UPON WHICH 
IT 1S SUPPORTED ON THE CARRIAGE, THEY WERE GENERALLY EQUAL TO THE BORE (SOMETIMES 
EQUAL TO THE SHOT, HOWEVER) IN DIAMETER, AND THEIR LENGTH WAS EQUAL TO THEIR DIAME= 
TER, THERE WERE EXCEPTIONS, BUT THE ASOVE WAS COMMON PRACTICE, ANCIENT GUNS (THOSE 
OF THE I4TH CENTURY) HAD NO TRUNNIONS, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF MORTARS, WHOSE TRUN= 
NIONS WERE AT THE BREECH (ACTUALLY IN THE CASCABEL), TRUNNIONS WERE USUALLY PLACED 
ONE@HALF CALIBER BEHIND THE END OF THE SECOND REINFORCE RING, OR THREE=SEVENTHS 
THE LENGTH OF THE GUN FROM THE HINO EDGE OF THE BASE RING, THE FRENCH PLACED THEIRS 
A BIT FARTHER AFT MAKING THEM ABOUT ONE CALIBER BEHIND THE RING, CONCERNING THEIR 
POSITION IN RELATION TO THE DIAMETER OF THE GUNy THE AXIS OF THE TRUNNIONS USUALLY 
COINCIDED WITH THE LOWER SURFACE OF THE BORE, IN SOME CASES IT COINCIDED WITH THE 
AXIS OF THE BORE, HOWEVER AND IN THE CASE OF THE CARRONADES THE AXIS OF THE TRUNNIONS 
SOMETIMES COINCIDED WITH THE LOWER SURFACE OF THE GUN ITSELF. OFTEN CARRONADES HAD 
TWO LUGS ON THE UNDERSIDE OF THE GUN INSTEAD OF TRUNNIONS, 

13. DOLPHINS WERE THE HANOLES UPON THE UPPER 8IDE OF THE GUN ABOVE THE TRUNNIONG 
BY WHICH THE PIECE COULD BE HOISTED ON OR OFF THE CARRIAGE, THEY WERE NOT COMMON ON 
SEA CANNON, ALTHOUGH SOME WERE SO EQUIPPED, DOLPHINS WERE ALSO CALLED LOOPS, LIFTING 
RINGS, HANDLES, "D" Rings, AND (ANCIENTLY) ANSAE, 

14, First Reinrorce RING WAS GENERALLY IDENTICAL IN DESIGN TO THE SECOND REIN= 
FORCE RING, SOME GUNS OMITTED THIS RING ALTOGETHER, THE BARREL BEING SMOOTH FROM 
THE VENT (OR EVEN THE BASE) TO THE SECOND REINFORCE, 

15. VENT MOULDINGS WERE USUALLY OF THE SAME FORM AS THE MUZZLE AND CHASE RINGS, 
THE ASTRAGAL AND FILLET WAS MOST COMMON, ESPECIALLY IN THE I8TH CENTURY, 

16. VENT FIELD DOES NOT SHOW ON A GUN, THE AREA OF THE OUTER SURFACE FROM THE 
FORE EDGE OF THE VENT ASTRAGAL TO A POINT COINCIDING WITH THE BOTTOM OF THE BORE 
(oR 1TS CHAMBER) 16 CALLED THE VENT FIELD, 

“17. Vent=PatcH, A SORT OF FLAT TABLE CAST WITH THE GUN ON THE UPPER SURFACE 
JUST BEFORE THE BASE RING, IT IS USUALLY AS THICK AS THE BASE RING, AND EXTENDS 
FORWARD TO WITHIN A QUARTER INCH OR SO OF THE VENT ASTRAGAL AND SOMETIMES EVEN JOINS 
IT. THE VENT, OR TOUCH=HOLE IS BORED THROUGH THE VENT=PATCH, NOT ALL GUNS HAD THIS 
VENT=PATCH, 

t8, Touck HOLE OR VENT, THE HOLE IN THE BREECH OF THE GUN WHICH CONNECTS WITH 
THE BORE OR THE POWDER CHAMBER AT ITS EXTREME HIND END, IT IS FILLED WITH POWDER 
WHICH 1S TOUCHED WITH THE MATCH TO FIRE THE GUN, LATER GUNS HAD FLINT LOCKS OR 
PERCUSSION LOCKS INSTEAD OF USING A MATCH, AND THOSE OF THE MI0—I9TH CENTURY OFTEN 
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HAD TWO VENTS, ONE OF WHICH WAS NOT BORED CLEAR THROUGH, AFTER A CERTAIN NUMBER OF 
ROUNDS HAD BEEN FIRED, THE FIRST TOUCH=HOLE WAS CLOSED, AND THE SECOND ONE OPENED, 
AT ABOUT THIS SAME PERIOD, SOME GUNS HAD THE VENT IN THE AXIAL CENTER OF THE GUN 
THROUGH THE BREECH (THERE BEING NO CASCABEL) AND WAS BORED OIRECTLY INTO THE CHAMBER, 

19, Base~Rinc. THE HIND EDGE OF THIS RING WAS USUALLY ONE CALIBER OR SO BACK 
OF THE BOTTOM OF THE BORE AND CHAMBER, AND MARKED THE VERY END OF THE BREECH, OR GUN 
PROPER, ITS FORM WAS GENERALLY THE SAME AS THAT OF THE REINFORCE RINGS AND OGEES, 
BUT A BIT WIDER AND THICKER, 

20. BREECH, TECHNICALLY THE BREECH OF A GUN LAY BETWEEN THE BOTTOM OF THE BORE 
OR THE CHAMBER, AND THE HIND EDGE OF THE BASE=RING. 

21. THe CascaBeL IS ALL THAT PART OF THE GUN BEHIND THE BASE*RING, AND INCLUDES 
THE BREECH=MOULDINGS AND OGEES, THE NECK OF THE BUTTON AND THE BUTTON, 

22. THE BUTTON 1S THE KNOB AT THE EXTREME HIND END OF THE GUN, IT was ALSO 
CALLED THE KNOB, KNOP, KNOPF, POMELION, POMMIGLION, Pomme, Pom, ETC., AND OFTEN (BUT 
ERRONEOUSLY) CALLED THE CASCABEL. ‘ 

23. THE LENGTH OF A GUN WAS COMMONLY MEASURED FROM THE HIND EDGE OF THE BASE= 
RING TO THE FACE OF THE MUZZLE, BUT AT ONE TIME, DURING THE LATTER PART OF THE I7TH 
CENTURY, IT WAS MEASURED FROM THE TOUCH=HOLE TO THE MUZZLE FACE, THE LENGTH OF THE 
BORE WAS THE LENGTH OF THE HOLLOW INSIDE OF THE GUN,y AND IF IT HAD A CHAMBER, ITS 
LENGTH WOULD BE ADDED TO GIVE THE TOTAL LENGTH INSIDE. 

24, THe BORE WAS, OURING THE TUDOR ERA IN ENGLAND, SOMETIMES CALLED THE HALL, 
THE SMALLER PART AT ITS END SEING THE CHAMBER, 

25. THICKNESS OF METAL MEANS THE THICKNESS OF THE WALLS OF THE GUN FROM THE 
BORE TO THE OUTSIDE NOT INCLUDING THE MOULDINGS, 

26. WEIGHT OF A GUN IS ITS TOTAL WEIGHT WITHOUT THE CARRIAGE, 

27. WEIGHT OF METAL REFERS TO THE WEIGHT OF THE SHOT, 

28, WINDAGE IS THE DIFFERENCE IN OIJAMETER BETWEEN THE BORE AND THE SHOT, ANO 
THIS MEASUREMENT VARIED GREATLY THROUGH THE CENTURIES, BECOMING LESS AS THE SCIENCE @ 
OF ARTILLERY MAKING BECAME BETTER KNOWN, 

29. CaLISER REFERS TO THE DIAMETER OF THE BORE, IN THE I7TH CENTURY IT WAS 
SOMETIMES CALLED THE HEIGHT (oF THE "HaLL"), 

30. THe CHASE 1S THAT PART OF A GUN FROM THE TRUNNIONS, OR TECHNICALLY FROM 
THE END OF THE SECOND REINFORCE, TO THE FACE OF THE MUZZLE, 

3l. THe CHAce GIRDLE LieS BETWEEN THE SECOND REINFORCE AND THE HINO EDGE OF 
THE CHACE ASTRAGAL,. 

32, THe Muzzle IS THAT PART OF A GUN FROM THE MUZZLE ASTRAGAL (WHICH IS AT THE 
NECK OF THE MUZZLE) TO THE FACE OF THE MUZZLE.
